El Paso, Tex., Nov. 20.—The street 
railw ay system of th is city is com ­ 
pletely tied up by a strik e of all m o­ 
torm an, conductors and o th er o p e rat­ 
ors, num bering forty. 
T he local union, organized w ithin 
th e p ast m onth, dem anded the rein ­ 
statem en t of its secretary, who had 
been discharged, and a raise in wages 
from 15c to 25c per hour, w ith tw elve 
h ours’ w ork. 
M anager E dgar refused 
to tre a t w ith th e union as an o rg a n ­ 
ization, and at 5 o'clock all cars were 
run into th e b arn, bearing 
placard 
reading, “ A strik e is on; do not ride 
w ith scabs,” and were abandoned.

The special committee which con- 
ducted the investigation reported to 
that effect this morning before the 
convention of the American Federa­ 
tion of l^abor. The charges fell Hat. 
The committee reported when Mr 
Shaffer appeared before it and de­ 
clared that Ins had not at any time, 
either in writing or otherwise, m ale 
any charges against Mr. Rompers of 
infidelity to trades unionism, nor did 
he desire to do so beiore the commit­ 
tee. 
P. J. Sheridan, who brought up in 
the convention the resolution which 
resulted in Hie investigation, was also 
present at the hearing and was asked 
if it were trite Mr, Shafter had made 
any charges lie fore the last conven- 


I tlon of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers 
against Mr Al ompers, and he replied 
he had. 
Ms. Shaffer denied it. 
Mr. 
Sheridan offered to road the minutes 
of the meeting at which the charges 
read by him had been made. 
Mr Shat 
fer objet ted to this because the min­ 
utes were those of a secret meeting 
and if read by Mr. Sheridan it would 
involve him in trouble with his own 
organisation for divulging inner work­ 
ings of the convention. 
The commmittre decided the ques­ 
tion of veracity between Mr. Shaffer 
and 
Mr. 
Sheridan, something 
with 
which it had nothing to do, and there 
being no charges against Mr. dumpers 
there was nothing to do but reiutn a 
finding to the effect that Mr. Oompera 
was completely exonerated. 
This was 
done and tho report was adopted by 
the convention.
